Roosevelt Field, N. Y.—M5)—Com- 


mander Richard E. Byrd and his three 
man crew took off on their long-delay- 
ed scientific expedition to 
France 


in the monoplane Ameiica at dawn 
Wednesday. 
The great three-motored 


Fokker took to tho air"at 5:24 from the 
top of the runway where it had been 
tied for the past.six days while un- 
favorable weather forbade a flight. 


The storms that have 
blocked a 


flight during- the more than a month 
and a half that the Byrd plane has 
been waiting at the field seemed Tues- 
vday night to be as great an obstacle as 


ever. But in the early hours of the 
morning Commander Byrd suddenly 
announced that despite the weather 
man's report he had decided to leave. 


Immediately there was a great bus- 


tle of preparation around the hangar 
and runway and last 
preparations 


were made for the third time in a 
week. 


WAVE FAREWELLS 


Everything -went forward in a busi- 


ness-like manner and shortly before 5 
o'clock Commander Byrd 
with 
his 


crew. Bert Acosta. George Xoville and 
Berndt Blachen. drove out to the 
plane. T. Harold Kinkadc. Wright 
motor expert, climbed aboard and tun- 
3.d up the motors. The crew waved a 
last farewell climbed into their planes 
and signalled to "give her the gun." 
The engines roared and the great ship 
shot down the 
incline and whirred 


across the field in the misty light of a 
rainy dawn. 


Sis-tenths of a mile it drove across 


the field and then slowly as though the 
men inside were lifting her upward by 
main strength, it floated upward and 
soared, into the air.

MUST CUT EXPENSES 


Both Britain and Japan are pressed,

The one thing, however, 
that made the "Washington conference 
a success was the recognition from the 
start of the 5-5-3 ratio. If that is> to 
be upset with respect to auxiliary 
craft, the conference will have much 
difficulty in accomplishing anything. 
The ratio iflea is more or less a status 
quo. Anything which tends to weak- 
en the relative position of the United 
States with respect to other powers 
simply means failure for the treaty 
when it reaches the senate as by that 
time enough public sentiment can be 
worked up along nationalistic lines to 
prevent adoption. 


The continuance of the 5-3-3 princi- 


ple is the only basis on which the Uni- 
ted States entered the conference. It 
means merely that having recognized 
the relative strength of one power to 
another, each'nation would agree as 
:o the total tonnage and types of ships 
ihat would conform to the ratio.' The 
conference was called to perpetuate a 
truce in naval building as the best 
means of avoiding wasteful competi- 
tion. It was not called to rearrange 
the naval strength of the three big 
xwors. The effort to appeal to publics 
sentiment by the proposal to cut down 
capital ships would have struck on 
more favorable ground here '( the idea 
dad been advanced after an agreement 
tad been reached on the auxiliary 
craft instead of before.

He further stated 
that 'friends in his district who had 
elected him. all owned breweries of 
their own and he was voting as they 
wanted him to." 


The Duncan bill passed the lower 


house. May 19. by a 54'to 34 vote and 
since then has been laid over innum- 
erable times in the senate. Within the 
next few days Governor Zimmerman 
will have a. chance to either approve 
or reject the bill.

He volunteered to 
fly from England to this country in 
the dirigible ZR-2 and was in England 
when the airship was wrecked.

In 191G an injury resulted in Byrd 


being retired but almost immediately 
he was called to active duty. During 
the World war;he rendered valuable 
service, and this, with the added fact 
that his record showed 17 citations, 
four of them for bravery, had much 
to do with congress passing a special 
act giving him the rank of lieutenant 
commander, a temporary appointment 
he already had "held. He had organized 
the navy departments commission on 
training camps in 1917. The_following 
year he went to Canada to take com- 
mand of the U. S. naval forces in that 
country. 
The commander was born in Win- 


chester, Va., October 25, 18S8. He was 
a student at the naval academy when 
Peary reached the North Pole.

We 
cannot see that there may be better ways 
of doing things than we practice in this 
country. We imagine always that we are 
further advanced than the 
Old World 


and that somehow their methods could 
never be as good. 


The modern American college has no 


leak of aims—from the point of view of 
those who run it. Its representatives can 
and will discuss wisely and at length the 
philosophy of a college education as 
they see it. But there is no intellectual 
purpose that may confidently be offered 
to the student with the expectation that it 
will arouse him to his highest and best 
endeavors. Dr. Learned says other coun- 
tries accomplish more in an inspira- 
tional sense. If that is true we should 
find out how,, and apply it.

GALLSACS WITH AND WITHOUT STONES 
One ot the great comforts In tho march of IIHH!I- 


cinc is the assurance a doctor has nowadays that 
when he sinks a shaft in a. patients northwest (cr- 
ritory it doesn't matter much whether he strikes 
stones or not. Gnllsac inflammation elves practical- 
ly the same kind of symptoms with or without K:'ll- 
stones. Of course it Is a srcat disappointment to th* 
patient to have nothing to take home and keep on 
the whatnot as a tronhv '.o exhibit to admirms 
friends. But a resourceful doctor may spare the pa- 
tient even this regret by pilfering: the srallsnc. If it 
isn't too firmly stuck on the environment, and pre- 
senting: !t to the happy patient as a memento. Next 
to an Impacted wisdom tooth, an infected* tonsil, and 
a normal appendix, the srallsac is the most dispens- 
able structure in the human economy. 


Most of the patients with gallbladder disease in 


the series of COS cases studied by Dr. John B. Den- 
ver and Dr. Edward L. Bortz. gave-a history of 
"imliprestion." discomfort in the region of the stom- 
ach, regurgitation, sour taste, 
"billions attacks," 


distention and belching, nausea and the like. They 
had "stomach trouble." to be sure, but tlie stom- 
ach wasn't the seat of the disease. Of these 90S 
cases of gallbladder disease. 452 had gallstones and 
43S did not. but the general symptoms were about 
the same whether gallstones were present or not. 
though more severe in some of the cases with gall- 
stones. The common symptoms were distress and 
gnawing and burning in the region of the stomach 
after meals. Such complaint is familiar in cases of 
gastric or duodenal nicer. In ulcer cases the dis- 
tress may be relieved by taking food or by taking 
alkalis. Curiously enough, food or alkali relieved the 
distress in 22 of these patients with gallstones and 
in"-!! cases of gallsac inflammation without stones. 
One patient with gallstones also had duodenal ulcer, 
and three without gallstones had ulcer. 


Fain in the upper right abdomen and radiating 


to the back and right shoulder was more char- 
acteristic of gallbladder disease with gallstones, sine 
it was present in 246 cases of that type and in only 
S6 cases of gallbladder inflammation without gall- 
stones. 
Jaundice, occurring with or following colic, was 


noted in 160 of the stone cases and in 91 of the 
cases without stones. 
Jaundice was usually more 


pronounced in the cases with stones. In the plain 
cholecystitis cases (without stones) mild jaundice 
was often noted without pain. 


X-ray examination was of little value until a new 


dye test was introduced. This has greatly increased 
the value of X-ray pictures in aiding the diagnosis 
of both cases with gallstones and cases without. 
Without the aid of this dye test, the X-ray gave 
positive evidence in onlv one case in 20. withe the 
aid of the dye test the X-ray gives correct evidence 
in about nineteen out of twenty cases as confirmed 
by operation.
